Eggs should be stored in a clean, 
cool, well ventilated cellar and not 
held more than seven days. If held 
longer, hatchability is likely to be 
reduced. An even temperature of 
about 50 degrees F. is best. 

Eggs should be selected for un- 
iformity in shape and size and for 
shell texture and color. 

Odd shaped, misshapetr and very 
large eggs or those showing any 
sign of containing more. than one 
yolk should be discarded. 

Selection for egg size will not 
only influence egg size in the progeny 
but makes for greater uniformity in 
the chicks. Hatching eggs should run 
24 ounces and preferably 25 ounces 
to the dozen with no egg going below 
two ounces. — 

Eggs having undesirable shell 
characteristics - thin-shelled, rough 
or gandy, ringed, etc. should be avoid- 
ed and where shell color is a factor 
select all’ hatching eggs to color 
standa'rd. 

As dirty shells are undesirable 
prevent the production of these as 
for cleaning, and 
|particularly washing, is likely to af- 
feet the hatchability adversely. 

Before shipping to the hatcheryman 
‘or placing in the incubator check all 
| eggs for cracks as it is tmprobable 
\that a creacked egg will hatch.

Some teachers even 
provide soup and bread and_ butter 
on cold days. To help these foster 


mothers cater to their young charges, 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board | 
has made arrangements for them to 
obtain the necessary ration ‘docu- 
ments to buy rationed sugar, butter 
and preserves. To do so the teachers 
must register with the nearest 
branch of the ration administration 
as a quota user, They ‘are required 
to state clearly the number of child- 
ren they wish to serve during the 
noon hour, always remembering that 
rations cannot be provided for those 
who live close enough to go home 
for their mid-day meal. 

Reflecting the general better pros- 
perity of the primary producer this 
year is the record of country general 
store sales for October which increas- 
ed six percent in dollar volume over 
the same month a year ago. General 
store gales were 744 per cent higher 
than the average for the five years 
1935-1939. Aggtegate figures for the 
first 10 months of 1944 are 10 per 
cent higher than for a year ago. 

While the airforce is releasing a 
limited number of its service women 
over. a three-months period, the 
Canadian Army is seeking 5,000 new 
recruits for the Canadian Women’s 
Army Corps, and thus a close liason 
is now being maintained between the 
two services to allow a dischargee if 
willing to be medically boarded, inter 
viewed and assessed by the Army so 
that a decision can be made on how 
best to employ her in the C.W.A.C. 

There wag some curtailment of In- 
dustrial activity in Canada at the be- 
ginning of last October, reports now 
show, being the first time since the 
autumn of 1931 that the trend has 
been downward. A combined working 
force of 1,861,509 persons Was em- 
ployed in 14,921 establishments which 
furnished returns to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. It is interesting 
to note that salaries and wages paid 
by these establishments at October 1 
this: year aggregated $60,250,107 
compared with $59,714,662, The aver- 
age weekly earnings per employee 
was up from $31.69 to $32.36. The

and contsruction. A lot of the falling 
off was in iron and steel, with a de- 
crease of nearly 9,500 persons in this 
group.
